At the final n meeting of the repres 
entatives of the towns between Cal- 
gary and Red Deer at Olds recently 
it was decided to offer the franchise 
to supply all the towns with a nat 
ural pas serviee to the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Company Ltd 
All towns voted in’ favor of the 
necessary resolution with the ex 
ception of Olds, which still favored 
a plan submitted previously by A. 
G. Bailey Company, although at the 
meeting a letter was read trom this 
latter company stating it wished to 


Withdraw trom further negotiations 
ona pas tranehise 

Now that the nepotiations for a 
was tranchise have reached — this 
point, it seems assured that the 
towns between Calpary and Red 
Deer Will have the opportunity. of 


obtaining a natural pas supply. 
However, before any definite con 
struetion work can begin the Town 
Councils must ratify the proposed 
franchise to be presented shortly 
by the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company for approval, ‘Then 
the necessary by law authorizing 
the granting of the franchise will 
have to be submitted to the Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners, 
and it favorable a final vote by the 
ratepayers Will be neeessary before 
the ‘Town Councils can sign the 
agreement with the vas company. 

In the meantime it is understood 
that the Gas Company is making 
preparations to start) Construction 
work on a gas line from Airdrie 
north just as soon as approval is 
obtained from the various town and 
Village ratepayers,
